Jones and Wallace, who is 
chairman of BEW, had been call- 
ed to the White House during the 
day to explain their feud over im- 
ports of strategic materials and 
had conferred there for two hours 
with War Mobilization Diréctor 
James F. Byrnes. 

Wallace then said he had agreed 
with Jones that “for the time be- 
ing” the BEW would continue the 
present arrangement under which 
it draws funds for its activities 
from the RFC,;-but would later 
press congress for direct appropri- 
ations. He added that Jones had 
made no objection to this decision. 
Jones declared sharply, however, 
that “Mr. Wallace was not author- 
ized to speak for me.” 

Wallace said in his statement: 
“I have talked with Mr. Jesse 
Jones. He and I have agreed for 
the time being to continue the 
present arrangement under which 
the Board of Economic Warfare 
is functioning. 

“IT advised Mr. Jones that in 
my statement to the press I had 
no intention to refleet wpon his 
patriotism or his interest in the) 
war effort. 1 intended to assert 
that the delays in RFC in acting | 
upon projects had delayed the. 
war effort. 

“Strong Differences.” 

“Our difficulties have had to do 
with strong differences of opinion 
with regard to the quantities of 
various products to be obtained at 
a given time and place.” 

Jones countered that “Mr. Wal- 
lace in his\ statement tonight re- 
peats that delays of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation have 
retarded the war effort. This 
dastardly charge is ag untrue as!

The feud between the two broke 
into the open yesterday when Wal- 
lace, as chairman of the Board 
of Economic Warfare, made public 
a 28-page complaint against al- 
leged obstruction of his agency's 
program by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation which Jones 
supervises.

Hobby Splits Bounds. 

The ‘hobby grew all outof.- 
bounds, and the organization he 
now serves as vice president rep- 
resents almost the entire poultry 
industry in the United States, 
which this year wil] turn out 4,- 
780,000,000 dozen eggs, 4,000,000,- 
000 pounds of poultry meat, and 
560,000,000 pounds of turkey meat 
if the feed situation grows no 
worse, 

“That feed shortage is really 
something,” Boyd mused. “In the 
first place, this country is raising 
twice as much livestock this year 
as ever before. Then, most of our 
fisheries, from which we obtained 
fish meal for feed, are closed, and 
the meat scraps we once brought 
in fromp Argentina have been dis- 
placed by war cargos. Add to that 
the fact that grain crops are low 
this year, and you see what I am 
talking about.” 

Commenting on the fact the 
baby chick industry has more than 
doubled in the past year, Boyd 
pointed to the bumper crop of 
backyard farmers that has sprung 
of meat ra- 


“Do the Job Right.” 

“I think it’s a fine thing—with 
reservations,” he _ smiled. “But

The truth is that rivalries, arguments and 
Policy conflicts: at home have caused some 
men in the services to fear the home front is 
‘nat backing up the battlefront with that unity 
which is essential to victory in modern war. 
The President is their commander-in-chief and 
anything which threatens his direction of the 
war, or of America’s part in it, appears to 
them as a direct blow against them and in 
favor of the enemy. 

It cannot be gainsaid there has been too 
much criticism of vital national policies in war- 
time. Undoubtedly some of the congressional 
critics of such policies have been actuated by 
sincere belief that the policies in question are 
detrimental to the nation’s fighting strength. 
No one can impugn the loyalty or the motives 
of critics who are honestly convinced that 
changes in certain policies, or certain leader- 
ship, would increase the national. ability to 
wage effective war. 

However, it is equally true that much of the 
criticism on the floor of both houses stems from 
causes alone. This is the type of 
criticism which has no constructive purpose, 
but seeks only to discredit the administration 
because there is an election looming for 1944. 
It is directed by men who, apparently, are 
more interested in political advantage, in the 
battles of party politics, than they are in the 
war against enemies who would crush the 
Inited States into the status of slavery if we 
do not utterly defeat them in battle. 

It is tragic that such men should be able to 
Sabotage national unity and thus weaken the 


political 


nation at-such a time as this. 

The men in the sérvice know that most of 
such politically inspired sabotage comes from 
the Republican party. They are, rightfully, 
Gisgusted at this intrusion of party and fac- 
tional disruption when the whole nation 
should be a single force for victory, united and 
unswerving behind the nation’s commander- 
n-chief,. : 

It is, therefore, but natural that the soldier 
vote should be predominantly Democratic. For 
it is, in their view, but a question of upholding 
the hands of their commander, or betraying 
him to those who place party or selfish 
Objectives ahead of the national safety. 

How big a prbportion of the men in service 
will take advantage of the law which provides 
for their absentee votes in the 1944 election 
cannot be foretold. In the congressional elec- 
tions of last year only a small proportion sent 
in their ballots. That, however, can provide no 
clue to the percentage who will vote in a presi- 
dential election. | 

It is quite possible the voters in uniform 
will prove the decisive factor, both in 1944 
ana in elections of the post-war period. And, 
after all,who will Nave greater right to decide 
their nation’s policies than the men who have 
faced death in war to keep her free?

As to his baseless calumny of southern 
ministers of the church, there is only one 
decent course open to Davenport or the maga- 
zine which published it.

LIMITATION OF PARDONS. 
(From The Albany Herald.) 


There has been considerable discussion among 
the newspapers of Georgia as to the wisdom and 
the propriéty of the State Parole Board’s recent 
announcement fhat it will issue no pardons ex- 
cept in cases where there is conclusive evidence 
that the prisoner was innocent of the charge on 
which he was convicted. 

Most of the comment which has come to our 
attention has been more or less qualified in its 
approval ofthat decision. It has been pointed 
out that while in the great majority of cases 
such a policy would prove wise, there might be 
times when even a convicted man could with 
justice be granted a pardon. 

« However, in view of the fact that the deci- 
sion deals with pardons only, and not with pa- 
roles, it seems that there could hardly be many 
cases in which an exception to the new rule might 
be given consideration. There are many cases 


.in which paroles of convicted men are justified, 


but. very few in which outright pardons should 
be granted.

MORE COFFEE, SUGAR, MEAT? WASHINGTON, D. C, 

June 29.—(By Mail)—~— 
Food? We may have so much of three now-scarce items that within 
the next several months the problem no longer will be keeping the 
ceiling price on them, but putting a floor under them. 


What are those items? 

Coffee, sugar, and beef, plus one or two 
lesser items. 

This estimate comes from Georgia’s senior 
senator, Walter F. George and it is based on 
information obtained by him from the Navy as 
to our progress in the war against the subma- 
rine. 

“If we continue to do as well against the 
submarine in the next 100 days as we have in 
the last 60 days,” he told me teday, “there will 
he no submarine menace in the waters about 
South America or off our own southern sea- 
board.

They point 
to the fact that in other states there has developed movements to 
campaign for Senator George as the vice president on the Demo- 
cratic ticket next year. Some few have suggested him as the 
possible nominee. 


Georgia appreciates him fully as much and would support him 
should he indicate a desire for any such position. Not having done 
so, Georgia apparently plans to re-elect him to. the United States 
senate for another six years when the time comes in 1944. There 
is a growing sentiment over the state to reward Senator George 
with an unopposed nomination. Should some person choose to 
oppose him, I am sure Georgia would demonstrate that the choosing 
was unwise.

When Dad lays down the law that Junior shall not attend the 
movies again this week, that should end the matter if order and 
discipline are to be maintained.

When I. was a kid, I was foreman of a six-man printshop, re- 
sponsible for what the printers and pressmen did or did not do. 
Though “Mr. Mec” held me responsible, he liked to be his own 
foreman. When I put a printer on one job, “Mr. Mc” put him on 
another. He told me to put up a no-smoking sign: and when the 
printers complained he told them to go ahead and smoke. After 
a few weeks of this, anybody who wished to argue about an order 
simply went over my head to “Mr. Mc"—and usually talked him 
into a change, for he was a natural appeaser. 

I stood it for two months and quit. It isn’t fun to be feapenae 
output if your authority won't stick.

He probably 
meant that he had been given assurance that there would be no 
more by-passing. 

But a man cannot easily change his natural tendencies or long- 
established habits, and it is too early to begin cheering.

My neighbor on the train is 36 years old, and has two children, 
13 and 15.

This man, who had been his own master for many years, said, “I 
guess I'll have to learn to do as I am told, but they say if you do 
that, vou do not get into much trouble.” 

I have often praised the spirit of youth as it goes out to meet 
adventure.

You can 
be a good soldier and yet not be a good citizen of a democracy, 
and a democratic army must be made up’of men who are good 
soldiers but who also are conscious of the fact that their future 
depends on their being good citizens of a democracy. Therefore, 
even as they fight they must think about what they want to do 
with their victory, what they want to accomplish when they come 
home again, and what they want their families to do while they are 
gone. 

I have been seeing several members of my family in New York 
City during the last 24 hours, and paying visits to the Doctors’ 
hospital each day. Now I am back in Washington.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—(AP)—Secretarv Ickes tonight 
told the nation’s coal miners—particularly that group which 
has not vet returned to work—that America stands “on the 
eve of the greatest military campaign of history” and that 
the complaints of no man or group of-men can be placed 
above our military goal.”

“many of them justified’ and 
that “each of these special groups 
tends to overlook the major issue 
—the winning of the war—to the 
immediate interest of the particu- 
lar group.” 

“It may be no comfort to the 
miners to know that others, too, 
are serving their country under 
economic disabilities, but this is 
the fact,” the custodian of the gov- 
ernment-seized mines said. “All 
of us must continue to serve until 
the need passes, disability or no 
disability economically.” 

In every reference Ickes made 
to failure of the miners and mine 
owners to reach a settlement, he 
carefully avoided laying greater 
responsibility on either sjde. 

‘There no intention on my 
part,” he said, “to expect a greater 
contribution from the miners than 
| from any other group. 
| “The man who tonight or to- 
morrow or next day does not carry 
his full share in this country’s 
fight either does not understand 
the immediate crisis that we face, 
or he deliberately sabotages in 
that fight in the hope that our 
enemies may win,” the govern- 
'ment coal boss declared, 

_ Ickes promised fair treatment— 
but no favors—either to the miners 
or the owners of the pits seized 
by the government to avert fur- 
ther work stoppages.
